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AVIATION  WORKSHOP  FOR  TEACHERS 

The  Stale  University  has  received  an  encouraging  num- 
ber of  inquiries  from  teachers  interested  in  enrolling  for  the 
summer  aviation  workshop  which  will  be  held  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Montana  between  the  dates  of  July  20th  and  Au- 
gust 21st.  Undergraduate  and  graduate  teachers  will  re- 
ceive six  credits  toward  their  degrees  in  participating  in  this 
five  weeks  course. 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  has  distributed 
brocheres  to  all  pilots  in  the  state  and  again  it  is  requested 
that  you  personally  bring  to  the  attention  of  a teacher  the 
information  on  the  aviation  workshop. 

The  importance  of  integrating  aviation  material  in  our 
schools  at  all  levels  cannot  be  over  emphasized  particularly 
here  in  Montana  where  the  airplane  is  an  important  part  of 
our  economy  as  well  as  our  security  at  national  level. 

The  Montana  Pilots  Association,  the  Operators  Associa- 
tion, the  Civil  Air  Patrol  cmd  the  Flying  Farmers  and  Ranch- 
ers are  all  assisting  the  educational  agencies  of  the  state  in 
making  this  first  school  the  best  course  of  this  type  that  has 
ever  been  offered  in  Montana. 


MONTANA  ADIZ  NOW  PATROLLED 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  has  been  advised 
by  the  Air  Defense  at  East  Base  that  the  air  defense  zone  in 
Montana  is  now  patrolled  by  F-84  jet  fighters.  The  jet 
fighter  squadron  of  the  29th  Air  Division  is  now  based  at 
Great  Falls  and  fighters  will  fly  an  interception  on  all  air- 
craft flying  above  an  altitude  of  4000  feel  within  the  air  de- 
fense zone  in  Montana  which  will  include  all  of  the  stale 
north  of  the  east-west  CAA  airway. 

Pilots  will  observe  the  4000  foot  altitude  requirement  and 
in  event  you  contemplate  flying  above  4000  feet  it  will  be 
appreciated  by  the  personnel  of  the  29th  Air  Division  It  you 
will  clear  your  flight  by  filing  an  ADIZ  llight  plan  with  the 
nearest  CAA.  communication  station.  Please  be  sure  and 
close  your  flight  plan  at  your  destination

Calendar  History 

May  10,  1913 — War  air  bombing  in  America  was  in- 
augurated when  Dider  Masson  began  a series  of  bombing 
raids  for  Obregon  against  Federal  gunboats  in  Gucrymas 
Bay  in  the  Gulf  of  California 

May  2-3,  1923 — The  first  nonstop  transcontinental  flight. 
New  York  to  Son  Diego.  California,  was  flown  by  Lts.  O.  G 
Kelly  and  I A.  Macready  in  a Fokker  T2-Liberty  375  for  a 
distance  of  2.520  miles  with  a flying  lime  of  26  hours.  SO 
minutes,  DFC  and  Mackay  Trophy  were  awarded  for  this 
flight 

May  8-9.  1926 — First  flight  over  North  Pole  by  Richard 
Byrd,  navigator,  Floyd  Bennett,  pilot,  in  Fokker  monoplane. 

May  21.  1927 — First  solo  non-stop  transatlantic  flight — 
New  York  to  Paris— completed  by  Charles  A.  Lindbergh. 
3. COO  miles  in  33  hours  and  31  minutes. 

May  3,  1952 — USAF  C-47  makes  world's  first  success- 
ful North  Pole  landing. 


COMMERCIAL  PILOT  STANDARDS 

A recent  review  of  Civil  Air  Regulations  reveals  that 
the  requirements  for  a commercial  pilots  license  now  in- 
cludes a total  of  200  hours  flying  time.  100  hours  of  which 
must  be  pilot  in  command,  20  hours  ol  which  must  be  cross 
country.  5 hours  of  which  must  be  night  flying  with  10  land- 
ings, and  10  hours  of  which  must  be  instrument  training. 

Ot  course  you  must  pass  your  written  test  and  your 
flight  test.  The  aDove  quoted  Is  the  minimum  acceptable 
by  the  CAA 

The  writer  in  reviewing  Part  20  was  somewhat  amazed 
to  see  that  the  standards  had  changed  since  the  last  time 
the  regulations  were  read  and  he  had  been  going  under  the 
assumption  that  you  had  to  have  200  hours  solo  to  get  a 
commercial  license.  Which  all  goes  to  show  that  it  don  t 
do  any  harm  to  get  the  CAA  regulations  out  and  review  them 
once  In  a while.

Pickering 
ottered  the  theory  that  the  crew  might  be  attired  In  suits 
made  of  spun  lead  glass. 

Pickering  said  that  the  problem  of  crew-shielding  in  an 
airplane  is  greater  than  in  a submarine,  because  the  fuse- 
lage cannot  be  long  enough  to  obtain  the  optimum  distance 
from  crew  to  reactor. — Am.  Av  Daily

'54  ALRPO','r  FUNDS  RESTS  WITH  SENATE 

Intensive  elk  to  fight  off  discontinuance  of  new  fed 
eralaid  airport  money  in  fiscal  1954  starting  next  July  1. 
were  made  by  states,  municipalities  and  other  organizations 
in  hearings  before  a subcommittee  of  the  Senate  Appropria 
lions  Committee,  according  to  testimony  just  released  on 
State-Justlee-Commerce  Department  appropriations. 

Among  those  appearing  or  submitting  statements  wore 
Airport  Operators  Council,  National  Association  ol  elate 
Aviation  Officials,  American  Municipal  Association,  several 
slate  aviation  directors  and  numerous  representatives  of 
counties  and  municipalities. 

Some  members  of  the  subcommittee,  notably  Sen,  Pat 
McCarran  (D„  Nev.)  and  Sen.  Allen  J.  Ellender  (D.,  La.)  were 
insistent  that  the  program  continue.  CAA,  which  is  in  the 
process  of  reviewing  the  entire  program,  had  asked  no  new 
money  for  1954,  but  had  requested  $22,700,000  for  protects 
for  which  commitments  had  already  been  made.  The  House 
went  along  with  the  CAA  request.— Am.  Av.  Dally 

RUSSIAN  B-36'S'  ACTIVE  IN  ARTIC 

Increased  activity  in  the  Artie  area  by  Soviet  TuG-75 
(Type  31)  bombers  has  been  reported  since  the  beginning  of 
the  year.  These  slx-9ngine  "Russian  B-36's"  are  based  in 
the  extreme  northwest  of  the  Soviet  Union:  Noyavaya  Zemlya 
island  Is  reported  to  be  the  base  of  at  least  one  heavy 
bomber  wing,  whereas  other  bomber  bases  are  stated  to  be 
located  near  Archangel  and  in  the  region  of  the  recently 
developed  poll  ol  Amdermu  on  the  Kuiu  Sea  (in  the  lullei 
area  the  fields  are  covered  in  snow  over  two  feet  thick  lor 
two-thirds  of  the  year). 

Latest  report:;  from  the  DAIL'S  sources  indicate  that  the 
present  version  of  the  TuG-75  has  turbojet  engines,  whereas 
the  original  model  had  turboprops.  The  TuG-75  s fuselage 
is  somewhat  smaller  than  that  of  the  B-36.  At  least  two 
Soviet  Air  Force  wings  are  equipped  with  TuG-75's  but  th<- 
maiority  of  the  1100-plane  Russian  heavy  bomber  force  com- 
prises Tupolev  Tu-4’s.  — Am.  Avn.  Daily

DETAILS  ON  RUSSIA’S  ILYUSHIN  12  REVEALED 
(Special  European  Report) 

The  Ilyushin  12  operates  in  most  cases  with  18  passen- 
ger seats,  with  a double  row  on  the  left  and  a single  row  on 
the  right.  Ahead  of  the  forward  passenger  compartment 
is  an  empty  cargo  compartment,  and  it  appears  that  the 
bulkhead  Is  removable  to  permit  installation  of  more  seats. 
Floor  covering  is  unique — strips  of  woven,  miscellaneous 
pattern,  loose  carpets. 

Crew  compartment  is  upholstered  with  a quilted  material 
similar  to  that  used  in  a Douglas  C-47.  On  either  side  of 
the  companionway  aft  of  the  cockpit  are  stations  for  the 
radio  operator  and  navigator.  Cockpit  is  wide  and  roomy, 
with  control  columns  offset  as  in  a C-47.  An  autopilot  unit, 
bearing  a striking  resemblance  to  Sperry's  is  mounted  on 
the  instrument  panel. 

On  the  aft  face  of  the  bulkhead  behind  the  navigator  is 
a 10-gallon  metal  tank,  which  presumably  holds  propeller 
de-icing  fluid.  Props  are  apparently  aluminum  alloy  with 
fluid  de-icing,  channels  in  the  blades  extending  radially 
Irom  the  fluid  nozzles.  Each  of  the  four  blades  has  a counter- 
weight, and  they  are  understood  to  be  full-feathering.  Engine 
nacelles  have  oil  coolers  extending  well  below  and  aft  the 
engine  contour,  with  cowl  flaps  on  the  upper  half,  well  aft. 

The  yellowish-tinged  fuselage  has  brazier  head  rivet- 
ing, as  does  the  wing  except  for  the  leading  edge.  Control 
surfaces,  as  well  as  split-type  flaps,  are  fabric  covered.  Wing 
airfoil  is  a bit  unusual — upper  camber  starts  very  close  to 
the  Hat  lower  surface. — Am.  Av.  Dally

A preliminary  draft  of  an  English  vocabulary  pro- 
posed for  use  in  international  aviation  communications  has 
been  prepared  for  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration,  U. 
S.  Department  of  Commerce,  and  will  be  submitted  to  pilots
